W.  are  com  In*  fast  to  the  plan,  where  »  a  III 
be  can^A  upon  to  (Mend  the  faith  that  la  within 
ar  as  well  as  to  propagate  U.  Every  influence 
which  can  be  set  going  Is  being  marshalled  for 
the  destruction  of  denominational  line*  And  It 
would  seem,  from  recent  developments,  that  Ho 
man  Catholicism  Is  to  be  the  preferred  religion. 
I  know-  of  no  better  wity  to  meet  these  Inroads 
upon  our  faith  than  to  strengthen  the  will,  pur¬ 
pose  and  determination  of  our  people  to  contend 
for  the  faith  once  for  all  delivered  to  the  saints, 
by  refreshing  their  minds  with  the  story  of  the 
struggles  of  our  religious  forefathers  in  their  ef¬ 
fort  to  hand  down  to  us.  In  its  purity,  the  teach¬ 
ings  and  practices  of  the  New  Testament  church 
it  Is  for  this  purpose  that  I  am  entering  Into  this 
brief  review  of  Baptist*  In  history 

I  BAPTIST  BEGINNINGS 
The  first  h-  raid  of  the  dawning  day  of  man  »

Jordan,  confessing  their  sins  "  (Matt  3:15  )  This 
looks'  vTry  mu,  h  like  a  great  Baptist  revival. 
But  the  story  cohtlnues,  "Then  came  Jesus  of 
Nozarctfi  unto  John  to  be  baptised  of  him  •  •

Straightway  out  of  the  water  "  Tills  1oo„h  very 
tnurpi  like  Baptist  baptism  Jesus  the  willing 
subject;  John,  the  divinely  appointed  admlnlstrn 
tor;  ' the  river  Jordan  as  the  liquid  grave;  lmnier 
slon  as  the  mode  and  the  divine  approval  of  the 
Father  as  the  assurance  of  heavenly  recognition 
seems  to  put  the  divine  seal  for  all  time  upon 
this  early  beginning  of  Baptist  history 
As  to  thW  date  of  the  organization  of  the  first 
Baptist  church,  It  may  be  a  little  difficult  to  put 
our  finger  upon  the  exact  date,  but  we  can  with 
approximate  definiteness  locate  the  time  The 
Psalmist  says.  “There  shall  be  a  handful  of  corn 
In  the  earth  upon  top  of  the  mountains,  the  fruit 
thereof  shall  shake  like  Lebanon  and  they  of  the 
city  shall  flourish  like  the  grass  of  the  earth. 
(Psa.  72:16).  In  the  ministry  of  Christ  we  come 
to  this  mountain  scene.  Mark  tells  us  that  In  the 
midsummer  of  the  second  year  of  his  public  min 
Istry  that  Jesus  “went  Into  the  mountain  and 
called  unto  him  such  as  he  would  and  there  or 
dalned  twelve  that  they  might  be  with  him  and 
that  he  might  send  them  forth  to  preach  (Mark 
3:13.)  Immediately  after  this  ordination  of  the 
twelve,  whleh  ordination  constitutes  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  organic  work  of  his  kingdom.  Christ 
preaches  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount  in  which  he 
outlines  the  spirit  and  genius  of  his  kingdom 
This  might  be  called  the  organization  of  the 
first  church.  It  was  organized  by  Christ  out  of 
material  prepared  by  the  preach  lug  of  John  the 
RaptlBt.  This  was  the  first  Baptist  Church 
The  Acts  of  the  Apostles  tell  the  story  of  th» 
doings  of  the  first  Baptist  churches.  Inspired  by 
the  Spirit  of  God,  Baptist  missionaries  bore  the 
glad  tidings  of  salvation  to  all  nations  Bartbol 
ornew  went  east  to  India;  Thomas  went  north  to 
Pifrthia;  Paul  went  west  to  Italy  and  Spain,  while 
the  rest  of  the  Apostles  labored  within  the  ra¬ 
dius  of  this  wide  circumference;  Peter  In  Baby 
Ion,  Philip  In  Phrygia,  and  Mark  the  evangelist 
at  Alexandria.  So  untiring’ were  the  effort*  of 
these  Baptist  preachers  In  their  missionary  work

Of  all  persons  who  hinder  religious  thought, 
possibly  the  most  effective  Is  the  man  who  Is 
broad  minded  without  being,  deep-minded.  It 
lakes  an  exceptionally  gifted  man,  one  of  un 
usual  Intallartual  powers  and  mentality  rarely 
disciplined,  to  be  'broad'  without  spiritual  deter¬ 
ioration  It  hat  been  well  said  that  one's  re¬ 
ligion  la  like  a  river  When  a  river  breaks  over 
Its  well-eatahllahed  and  ancient  banka,  unlesa  It 
la  a  stream  remarkably  deep,  tt  will  quickly  d$ 
generate  lato  an  odorous  and  malarial  swamp. 
Ot>vt«us!y  the  h-st  thing  to  do  with  ordinary 
rivers  Is  to  keep  them  within  their  ancient  bounda. 
An  extraordinary  rellglona  soul  may  break  over 
the  banka  and  hew  out  new  channala,  success¬ 
fully  The  ordinary  man  breaking  over  the  form¬ 
er  restraints  In  an  Intense  desire  to  be  ‘broad,' 
usually  accomplishes  nothing  except  hts  own 
spiritual  stagnation  and  the  annoyance  of  his 
neighbors  He  Is  swamp  broad,  and  covered  with 
a  rich  Intellectual  scum  which  prevents  his 
knowing  what  arrant  nonsense  he  la  uttering. 
He  knows  that  one  rlgar  la  not  aa  good  aa  an¬ 
other.  that  one  bar  la  not  the  equal  of  every 
other  bar;  that  Henry  James  and  Robert  Chamb¬ 
ers  ar«  not  equal  as  norsllsls.  thst  Beethoven 
and  Irving  Berlin  arc  not  occupants  of  the  name 
musical  plaai  h<  haa  very  definite  opinions  as 
to  the  moral  superiority  of  either  Oermany  or 
hoxlainl  and  of  the  comparative  righteousness 
«.f  Mr  Bryan  »r.,|  Mr  Roos-vclt  And  yet  there 
hs  alts,  pitying  his  poor  clergyman  for  being  a 
narrow  minded  ass.  and  saying.  ‘One  church,  one 
rvtlgioa.  one  philosophy,  la  as  good  as  another.' " 
And  we  are  living  in  a  time  when  we  have  many 
of  thee#  bruad  minded  shallow  men;  these  scum 
covered  swamp-nuisance  to  a  true  Christian 
And  such  a  man  Is  not  teachable  tor  be  la  not  the 
teachahl*  kind  He  knows  so  much  that  he  knows 
too  little  lo  he  taught 

Bui  while  the  church  Is  In  tbe  crucible  let  us

Though  it  has  offended  the  consciences  of 
many  loyal  citizens  and  devout  Christians  to 
be  constrained  to  look  after  the  religious  wel¬ 
fare  of  their  own  sons  in  the  camps  through 
,the  Y.  Jl.  C.  A.  ,an  organization  which  i»  not 
a  church  and  which  is  not  responsible  to  any 
chhreh,  yet  they  are  doing  it  because  they 
hale  realized  the  difficulties  in  th  way  of 
unlimited  denominational  entrance  into  the 
cuppa.  To  offset  this  limitation,  the  denom¬ 
inations  at  their  own  cost,  and  with  due  con 
sidcration  of  military  requirements,  estab¬ 
lished  a  camp  pastor  service  of  their  own 
Their  people  furnished  most  of  the  motycy 
for  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  work,  which  institution 
now  seems  to  wish  to  cripple  denominational 
effort,  at  the  same  time  they  supported  thrir 
own  camp  pastors.  These  did  ft  definitely 
religious  work,  which  the  Y.  M.  ('.A  -has  not 
done  and  cannot  do. 

Then  came  the  order  of  the  War  Depart¬ 
ment  from  Dr.  Keppcl,  the  third  secretary, 
and  sometime  professor  on  sociological  sub 
jeeta  in  Columbia  University,  that  thd  camp 
pastors  must  leave  the  camps  by  October  1st. 
This  gentleman  assumes  responsibility  for  the 
order,  but  it  was  issued  with  the  approval 
of  the  government’s  committee  of  six  on  re¬ 
ligious  war  work.  No  member  of  this  com 
mittee  wus  authorized  or  nominated  by  any 
religious  body.  Dr.  Keppcl  is  quoted  as  sat 
ing  that  they  were  choeen  partly  bceanac  they 
do  not  represent  officially  any  responsible 
religious  denomination.  Mr.  John  R.  Mott, 
head  ofrthe  Y  M.  A  ,  together  with  thre4 
Federal  Council  members,  and  a  Catholic  aod 
a  Jew,  mhke'up  the  committee. 

Dr.  Keppcl  frankly  declared  to  the  com 
mittee  of  American  Baptists  who  called  on 
him  recently  concerning  the  camp  pastor 
order,  that  it  is  tin  policy  of  tin  gm  eminent 
to  eliminate  dcnomiuationalism  from  the 
armies.  Misdirected  as  the  third  assistant  war 
secretary  seems  to  be,  it  is  scarcely  to  be 
wondered  at  when  ope  considers  the  person 
nel  of  the  committee  of  six  on  religious  war 
work  who  are  his  advisers  on  religious  mat¬ 
ters.  This  committee  does  not  represent  a 
single  religious  body  in  America  but,  to  the 
contrary,  is  largely  made  up  of  outstanding 
men  who  have  made  a  reptuation  for  desiring 
to  merge  or  destroy  the  denominations  Mr 
Mott,  in  his  book,  “The  Present  World  Sito 
ation”  in  1916,  on  page  164,  goes  on  record 
as  favoring  the  denominational  principle. 
Apparently  he  has  secured  new  light  before 
he  and  his  committee  advised  Dr  Keppcl  us 
to  religious  war  activities.

law  to  that  emit 

It  can  hardly  be  that  military  nfci  -»uty 
requires  the  law.  The  third  assistant  war 
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secretary  himself  is  quoted  as  affirming 
strongly  the  value  and  rffecti renews  of  the 
camp  pastor  work  It  looks  as  if  such  good 
“party”  men  as  the  war  administration  at 
Washington  would  not  go  out  of  their  way 
in  the  appointment  of  religious  advisers,  to 
get  men  who  do  not  responsibly  and  official 
ly.  represent  any  of  the  great  religious  “par 
ties”  that  have  made  the  Amsriesn  nation 
and  army  great  in  spirit.  But  this  it  what

Instance  of  the  conversion  of  an  un- 
convlcted  sinner.  From  the  very  na¬ 
ture  of  the  case,  conviction  must  pre¬ 
cede  repentence,— and  where  there  Is 
no  repentence  there  can  be  no  remis¬ 
sion. 

Perhaps,  too,  the  ministers  are  to 
blame  in  part  for  the  fart  that  ao 
many  unsaved  people  sit  under  the 
preached  word  —and  yet  are  not  con¬ 
victed. 

Hut  I  shall  refer  to  this  point  again 
In  a  moment. 

9ly  Insistence  now  Is  this:  People 
who  are  saved  have^  their  Hrst  fine 
opportunity  to  help  thetr  unsaved 
friends  In  this  matter  of  conviction 
for  aln.  They  must  see  themselves  as 
great  sinners,  under  Ood's  wrath  and 
deserving  of  nothing  short  <f  utter 
condemnation.  But  under  wormal. 
natural  condltons  they  can  never  see 
themselves  In  that  light.  The  god  of 
thts  world  still  blinds  the  minds  of 
the  unsaved,  so  that  they  cannot  pos 
slbly  se*  themselves  as  they  are  both 
by  nature  and  practloe. 

I  believe  with  all  my  heart  that,  as 
a  rule,  conviction  Is  born  of  the  preach 
ed  word.  In  one  place  It  says  that  the ! 
Word  Is  the  sword  of  the  Spirit.  In 
another  place  tt  says:  "For  the  word 
of  God  Is  living,  and  active,  and  sharp 
er  than  any  two-edged  sword,  and : 
piercing  even  to  the  dividing  of  soul 
and  spirit,  of  both  joints  and  marrow, 
and  quick  to  discern  the  thoughts  and 
Intents  of  the  heart” 

All  of  which  means,  I  take  It  that 
God’s  Spirit— the  Holy  Spirit— uses, 
as  a  rule,  the  Word  of  God  In  convict 
lng  people  of  sin.
